NOT THE NATION'S BIRTBDAY. 


The Honorable William L, Stone 


read the Declaration of Independent 
at the celebration here to-day, anc 
perfected it with a few remarks in 
reference to the signing of the instru- 
ment and the part taken in it by the 
Ne-v Y irk delegation. He said that 
(ho n'rut action looking toward the 
independence jf the colonies was 
taken by the Congress on May 15th 
and the final vote taken on the 2oc 
of July, which should be celebrated 
instead of the 4»h 
It has been aver- 


red, on high authority, that the New 
Yoik delegates, during the debate 
and Una) voting, remained passive, 
as they deemed the whole subject ol 
separation ontxide of their iustruc 
tions. But to suppose George Clio 
ton, who was conspicuous for bis 
pronounced views against tbeCrowu, 
and wbo hud been elected a delegate 
to the Congress chiefly on that ae 
count, or Robert R Livingston, one 
of the Qve wbo reported the Deolar 
ation, as passive is to accuse them ol 
grat e inconsistency. The reason why 
the N«w York delegates did not vote 
on the 21 of July was because they 
hid no instructions from the Con 
grass of the colony, and ut that time 
the colony was everything, the dele 
gated to the Constitutional Conven 
tion being mearly its agen 8 for war 
purposes. A new Provincial Con 
gross for New York, elected for the 
sole, purpose of acting on the Declar 
ation, on the 9th of July passed a 
resolution unanimously opposing it. 


Neither WHB the Declaration signed 


on the4th of July, nor by all of the 
delegates at the same time, and none 
of them signed the one no* in Inde 
pendency Hull Philadelphia. On the 
2d of August it was engrossed on 
parchment, and signed by all the 
delegates present. This is the one 
in I'dependence Hill. The orif? 
ilial D-Jclaratinn is lost, or was prob 
alny purposely destroyed bv Con- 
gress 
One of th^ delegates. Govern 


or Thomas MrK»an, ut Delaware, 
did not sign it until January, 1777.—
